In Llio suit it u charged that the defend- 
ant company fought to Kfiin control of the 
ico fields in Kenosha county by me 1 1) oils 
other tliiin thoso usunlly used. It is nlTejjed 
In tho complaint that by its iigenta or rep* 
rcienlativcsthe Knickerbocker Ice company 
during 'the summer jiisl passed, obtained 
from farmers in Ilia neighborhood of Cnm^ 
Lake tlits privilege of draining the hike. It 
la alleged that representations worn made 

to the people that by draining the tokens 
autfgeated ■ a great quantify of 8 warn p fund 

would be reclaimed and made valuable for 
til logo. After tbo consent bad been gained 
tho ditch was dug, and a few days ago tho 
wnler' was -turned into Ibe ditch and the 
lake drained to pitch an extent that prop- 
erty owned by tho Oottinsr company waa 
rendorftl .worthless for ko. The 6fHcinln of 
tbo Oetting compimynssert that this action 
wnajittlo less than a, conspiracy to ruin the 
business of the Oetting company, and -to 
ntuka tbo property owned by the company,' 
on which largo eumB of money had been 
spent, practically worthies*. "The suit will 
'be heard in the United Slates court in the 
near future. 



In thn meantime the district attorney is 
seeking to secure the arrest of soma of the 
mon who nrenlleged to Imvo blown' up tho 
dam at Urn ditch on Friday night, Deo. 21. 
Tho Circuit' Court has issued a temporary 
Injunction to protect Ibe dam, and tlio 
matter of making the injunction permanent 
ia now lieinff considered by the court. If 
thtj men can bo foundlhoy will be brought 
into court to. answer contempt chargeR. 
Every possible effort is being made to lo- 
cate tlicxe parties. 

Simultaneously with the announcement 
that. the suit ncninat thn Knickerbocker 
Company hua been filed in the United 
States CoDrt, comes tho report that the deal 
for tho sulo of tho Knickei backer Ice com- 
pany to the .Western Ice company has been 
concluded and tho trawler of the property 
will probably be made at tho noxt meeting 
of tho directors of the Knickerbocker, com- 
pany. Tho now holding company will con- 
trol all of the leading ice companies west 
of the Indiana line. It will be capitalized 
for a . largo sum and tho present owners of 
tbo slock in tho Knickerbocker company 
will get stock in tho now concern. 'Tho 
now company will of course take over alt 
of the ico companies managed by tbo 
Knickerbocker in this section of the country. 
There will probably be no 'changes in. the 
conditions in Kenosha, tbo only difference 
being that Ihu distribution of ico in this 
part of the country will bb in the hands cf 
Now York instead of Chicago parties. •

Tea Is a preventive of typhoid, It 
has Just been announced in England. 
The discovery Is made by MaJ. J, Q. 
MnNaught, a surgeon In the BrltlBli 
army, who acquaints tho medical pro- 
fession In America with the particu- 
lars of his experiments. 

He finds that the typhoid germ, in 
puro culture, becomes greatly ■ dimin- 
ished Jh numbers by an exposure of 
four hours to the beverage. ' After 20 
hours it was impossible to recover tho 
germs "at all from the cold tea. 'Ho 
recommends tho ubo of cold tea as a 
substitute, for water In Boldlers' can* 
teens during active service.. Eveia 
when ,_the water Is sufficiently, steril- 
ized' It Is likely to' .become" " affected 
after . sterilization, and bottles , which 
have onco been filled with contam- 
inated. water are* capable of transmit- 
ting the Infection for a long time. ■ 
. MaJ. McNaught suggests that every- 
body drink tea. If prepared in a prop- 
er- manner, tea, according to physi- 
cians, constitutes a. refreshing and hot 
harmful beverage, for It Is the tannin 
and other extractives, which &re' 
drawn out . only after ; continued Bteep- 
lng, which are productive of harmful 
consequences. "Boiled" tea gives a 
coppery coat to the stomach and a 
saffron hue to tho face. 

Jf employed Jn the manner Indicated 
In localities where typhoid Ib known 
to be present, tea' may. thus serve as . 
one of ■ • the essential precautionary 
measures to guard agalns t" lnf ec tl on 
by this dread. disease.

JEROME URGED ACTION 



Grand Jurors Seem Doubtful Whether 
Crime Wat Committed— Charges 
Based on Insurance Com- 
pany Transaction. 



New York.— Tho grand Jury, which 
for the past month has boon investi- 
gating the affairs of the New York 
Life Insurance company, Friday re- 
turned indictments charging forgery 
in tho third degroo against Ceorgo 
W. Perkins, former vlco president of 
tho New York -Life and a mombcr of 
the firm of J. P, Morgan & Co., and 
Charles B. Falrchlld, a former secre- 
tary of the treasury, president of the 
Now York Security & Trust company 
(now out of existence) and a mem- 
ber of the finance committee of tho In- 
surance company, 

Mr. Perkins was in court when tho 
Indictments were announced. He 
was formally arraigned, entered a 
plea of not guilty and gave, bond In 
the sum of $10,000, his sureties be- 
ing J. Piorpont Morgan, Jr., who 
pledged a city residence valued at 
$300,000, and Cleveland H. Dodgo, 
who pledged unimproved city prop- 
erty valued nt $50,000. .Mr. Falrchlld 
Is at- present In Europe.: ; The: court 
assured Mr. Perkins that a doublo 
surety was not necessary, but he re- 
plied that ho preferred It that way. 

Six indictments were ' returned 
against each of tho two defendants, 
but all' are based on the one transac- 
tion known aa tho "Prussian loan," 
the specification ■ under tho charge of 
forgery being the falsification of book- 
keepings entries. It Is alleged that 
certain railway stocks wore trans- 
ferred by the Insurance company to 
the security and trust company In or- 
der to comply with the' Prussian law, 
but that the -transfer was not bona 
fide. 

The grand Jury coupled with tho In- 
dlctmeuts a presentment In which tho 
jurors. placed themselves on record aa 
Being convinced that in doing the acts 
charged against them, Messrs. Per- 
kins and Falrchlld were "Influenced 
by a desire to benefit the policyhold- 
ers." 

■ The grand Jury further says the in- 
dictments were returned only under 
a strict Interpretation ,of the law as 
It was laid down to them by District 
Attorney Jerome. The statement as 
it was presented to Recorder doff was 
an official confirmation of the reports 
which had spread . about the criminal 
courts building, where the grand Jury 
was In session, to the effct" that the 
Jurors were not at all convinced* by 
the evidence placed before them that 
a crime had been committed in the so- 
called "Prussian loan" transaction. 
The matter was pressed by Mr. Jer- 
ome, however, who appeared before 
the grand Jury on a number of occa- 
sions and mado lengthy arguments. 



TROOPS LEAVE SCOOBA. 



Mississippi Town Quiet and No More 
Trouble Lxpected. 

Meridian, Miss.— All the troops sta- 
tioned at Scooba, the scene of the re- 
cent race troubles, returned Thursday, 
afternoon In charge of Gov. Vardaman, 
who went v there .Wednesday m'ght to 
take personal command of tho situa- 
tion. Returning military officials arid 
others comment unfavorably on the 
reports that have been Bent out broad- 
cast regarding the situation at Scooba. 
The condition there Is. reported quiet 
end apprehension of further trouble Is 
passed. Tho railroad officials Bay there' 
were no fresh outbreaks Thursday. . - 

Tho - difficulty which , aroused both 
'races In this city and vicinity occurred 
three; miles northeast of here Tues- 
day. Accurate Information upon this 
trouble is not yet available here, but 
It la known that at least five negroes 
lost their lives as a result of It There 
are also reported several others killed. 
However; these reports lack confirma- 
tion. 



YAQUIS MURDER TWENTY 

INDIANS BUTCHER MEXICANS 
AND BURN HOUSES. 



Americana Saved by Timely Arrival 

of Worktraln— Massacre Near 

Valencia. 



El Paso, Tex.— Tbo details of the 
Yaqul Indian outbreak at Lencho sta- 
tion on the Cananoa, Yaqul River & 
Fnclfla railroad, a branch of tho South- 
ern Pacific In Sonora, Mexico, Satur- 
day night. In which olght Mexicans 
wore killed and all tent houBes burned, 
have been received hero. 

No Americans were killed, although 
it is certain that but for the timely 
arrival of a work train with a largo 
crow 1 of laborers Foreman Thompson 
and his wlfo would have been killed. 

Reports from the samo vicinity tell 
of murders and outrages perpetrated 
by tho YaquiB Thursday and, Friday 
nights.; The victims were all Mexi- 
cans, who wore taken by surprise on 
their Ionesomo ranches. Details of the 
outbreak aro extremely meager, but 
show that tho situation is serious. . 
.. Immediately after the houses were 
set on lire, and by the light of the 
flames the Yaquls shot at the fright- 
ened Mexicans who were .trying to es- 
cape. The reports received here say 
that In addition to the eight men killed 
In the station a number of Mexicans 
were wounded. At a time when the 
residents of tho camp, including 
Thompson and his American wife, 
seemed doomed, tbo whlBtlo of. a work 
train was heard, and a -few minutes 
later tho train pulled into tho station. 
The^crew of; the train immediately 
went to the asslstanco or the people at 
tho station and tho Indians took to 
flight 

Mexican troops aro now In pursuit 
of tho band and it Is believed tho In- 
dians will bo soon run down and cap- 
tured. Soldlcra are. being rushed to 
the troubled district in largo numbers, 
as the' government la determined to 
make short work of the latest out 
break. It Is believed that the out- 
break will not prove. general and that 
the trouble has all been caused by one 
large renegade band. 

Nogales, Moxlccvr-Dctntla are arriv- 
ing here of the butchery of a party' of 
Mexicans- by Yaqul -Indians near Va- 
lencia, GO miles below Guymas. 
Eleven Mexicans and one American 
were killed, and, from all accounts, 
there were over 100 Indians in the 
attacking party. The employes, of ^the. 
Southern- Paclflo railroad in that sec- 
tion are frightened. It is said many 
aro leaving and that the massacre may 
delay the road to Guadalajara. 



9 DEATH FOR NEBOQATOFF. 

Russian Admiral and Three Others 
Condemned for Surrender. 

_St Petersburg. — Because ho 
surrendered hla squadron to the 
Japanese In the battle of the Sea of 
Japan on May 28, 1905, Rear Admiral 
Nebogatoff 1b sentenced to death. 'The 
same fate Is mated out to Commander 
Llcblno, of the coast defense ironclad 
General Admiral A prairie; Rear Ad- 
miral Qregorieff, of the coast defense 
ship Admiral Senlavln, and Lluet 
Smirnoff,, who succeeded to the com-' 
maud of the battleship NIcolat I. 

Such Is the decision of tho. court- 
martial which has been trying Ad- 
miral Nebogatoff and 78 officers of his 
squadron, but Jn view of oxtenuating 
circumstances and the long and oth- 
erwise blameless careers of theso of- 
ficers, the. court will petition the em- 
peror to commute their sentences to 
ten years' imprisonment In a fortress. 
Four other officers were sentenced to 
short-terms of Imprisonment In a 
fortress, while the remainder were ac- 
quitted of the charges brought against 
them. 



GRAIN TIE-UP. NEAR END. 



Hundreds of Cars Arriving In Minneap- 
olis Every Day, 

Minneapolis', Minn. — The back- 
bone of tho grain tie-up will soon 
bo broken, as hundreds of cars of 
grain are now coming into the city 
dolly, particularly over the. Great 
Northern, 'Northern Paclflc , and Soo, 
the roads which handle the most grain. 

-Great Northern officials assart that 
they will have handled over 7,000 grain 
cars locally by tho end of December, 
as against 3,000 In the' month of No- 
vember, Tho Northern Paclflo will 
have handled between 1,200 arid 1.600 
cars at tho end of December, as 
against E5S in November.

TAKEN FROM JAIL AT LAS ANI- 
MAS, CO U AND STRUNG UP. 



Crowd of Masked Men Avenge Bru- 
tal Crime— Victim Coolly Awaits 
His Doom. 

Las Animas, Col. — ' Lawrenco 
Leberg was lynched hero Thurs- 
day night for the murder of Henry 
Lave n in eye r, by a mob of masked 
men, \ About 40 men entered tho jail 
shortly before nine o'clock and easily 
overpowered the sheriff, under sheriff 
and two other offlcors and locked them 
securely in a room of the building. 

Then men went to tho cell occupied 
by Leberg, struck. tho shackles from 
hla limbs and took him from tho Jail. 
A larger \ numbor of men and boys 
were waiting outside the walls and 
when the prisoner and hla captors ap- 
peared they formed a procession and 
marched a short dlstanco from the 
Jail and hanged Loberg to a telegraph 
pole. The self-confessed murderer 
made no resistance and mado no 
statement 

Before the. mob reached the Jail Le- 
berg beard them coming. He arose 
from his cot dressed himself coolly 
and awaited the coming of tho 
avengers of Lave nm oyer's death, The 
leader of tho mob mado no effort to 
disguise himself, and It is declared 
that the ringleaders are known to tho 
Jail officials. . * ' 

Leborg'a crime was inhuman. 
Alighting from a Santa Fo freight 
train Tuesday afternoon at Robinson 
station, near this city, bo crossed tho 
river and secured a meal from a 
farmer named Purvis. When he fln- 
ished'eatlng, he demanded lodging, but 
was refused - because of his abusive 
language. Leberg left the Purvis farm 
and after preparing a' camp on tho 
river bank;. started back toward Pur- 
vis" place. He set flro.to a hay stack 
belonging to -,' Henry Lavenmeyer, 
thinking It was the property of Pur- 
vis. Tho fire attracted Lavenmeyer, 
who took, Leberg Into, custody, allow- 
ing him to ride behind him on his 
horse. When Lavenmeyer dismounted 
to open the' gate at his ranch, Leberg 
struck htm on 'the head with, a ham- 
mer/ which ho found tied to the saddle.' 
The, farmer fell stunned, and Leberg 
beat him over tho head until he bo- 
came tired. Then with a pocket knife 
he cut Laverimeyer'B throat from ear 
to ear and attempted; to scalp him. _ 
■.. The burning haystack attracted the 
neighbors to the scene, who found the 
mutilated body, A posse was formed 
and Leberg; was caught a mile or two 
away riding Lavenmoyer's horse. He 
submitted to arrest quietly and' even 
boasted of his crime, saying that be 
had drunk the blood of his victim.

■Tho legislature meets January S and 
tho Illinois Central case will be ono 
of the first matters to corao before It 
for consideration; The governor's 
message on which he has been work- 
ing "for a month, -will contain recom- 
mendations for a large number of 
•reforms in the stato administration. 
Ho will call attention to the necessity 
for Increased appropriations ' for tho 
rehabilitation of the charitable and 
-penal institutions and for tho Improve* 
ment of methods of treatment He 
will ask for the extension of civil 
service, for tho passage of an antl- 
*pass act, for tho passage of additional 
Chicago charter legislation, and pos- 
sibly for some change In tho methods 
of senatorial nomination.,

Increase In State's Receipts. 

The Income of tho state of Illinois 
has Increased inoro than 50 per cent 
In six. years, according to the biennial 
report of State Treasurer Len Small, 
which has been submitted to Gov. 
Doneen. Mr, Small retires "f rom office 
the second Monday. In January, rat 
•which time ho la prepared to turn 
over his office to his successor, John 
F. Smulskl. During the two years 
1005 and 100G the state received, from 
all sources the. sum of $23,210,410.33. 
Tho^eeelpts of the state have shown 
n steady growth from -year to year, 
but the greatest gain Is * In the two 

•years of Mr. Small's administration. 
In tho ten years the cash receipts of 
tho stato have Increased over $8,000,- 
000, yet during that period tho Btn'te, 
taxes have Increased but little. Ton 
years ago thore was received from the 
inheritance tax. but a little oyer |3&,- 
000. In the two years of. Mr. Small's 
administration thoro. has been re- 
ceived from the Inheritance tax: the 
sum- of 11,376,113.90, practically' f 500,- 

.000 more than; was received from the 
same source "during any preceding ad- 
ministration. These receipts from the 
Inheritance tax during tho -'Small ad- 
ministration' came from hard digging 
on, tho part 'of, the treasurer, and his 
foreo nnd.tho attorney general and. his 
Assistants, ostdteajn all parts of the 
stato being- carofully.dnvostlgated. ' - 
Of the expenditures a .-little over 
$6, 000,000 .waa spent by the .charitable 

■ Insytuitona, '11,1)00,000. by the peniten- 
tiaries' and reformatories ahd-noorly 
$5,000,000 for educational purposes,' 
$2,000,000 of which went to tho com- 
mon schools of the atate, ever f 1,600,- 
000. for the University of Illinois and 
about $1,000,000 for tho normal schools 
and other educational institutions. 
The* treasurer's office Is all ready now 
to bo turned over to tho treasurer 
olwt, Mr; Smulskl, of Chicago, who 
was elected la November. ■

At Work on State Affairs. 

Ono of tho reforms which Gov, 
Deneon Intends to atibmlt at the com* 
lng session of tho state legislature will 
bo a complete revision of tho Illinois 
insurance laws; Ho has engagod Os- 
car Ilyoh, of Strontor, to codify the 
insurance acts now on Che statute 
books and prepare a satisfactory set 
of laws regulating lire and flro com- 
panies doing business In the state 
which thegenerally asasombJy will bo 
asked to pass. In this connection 
Frederick W. Potter, tho'new superin- 
tendent of Insurance, will take his of- 
flco on January 1 with the understand- 
ing that he Is to reorganize the de- 
partment — tho most Important of tho 
administration from a business point 
of view — and mako It as nearly por- 
fect as possible, "I think when the 
work is completed Illinois will have an 
Insurance department to rank with 
that of Massachusetts, which Is recog- 
nized as the best la tho country," said 
Gov. Deneen. '* Tho new Insurance 
superintendent 'will not find tho posi- 
tion the lucrative . ono It used to be 
when . the Incumbent retained tho In- 
terest money on tho fees collected. 
Gov. Deneeen has made a rule that the 
Interest on receipts of tho office must 
be turned over to the state once a 
month. During tho first two years ot 
tho present administration- the Inter- 
est has amounted to more than $9,000. 
The annual salary of the superin- 
tendent In $3,000, 

The govornor now has before him 
most of tho reports oftbe state de- 
partments, and boards or trustees, on 
which he will baao tho. recommenda- 
tions ho will mako in his message to 
the legislature. He la hopeful that tho 
first ', 1,000,000 appropriation for the 
improvement of the charitable Insti- 
tutions will not Increase the state 
taxes, as ho expects tho money to bo 
realized from the tax claim against 
the. Illinois Central will be available 
in. time. The administration Is pro- 
ceeding on the theory that It will have 
to sua tho company to collect tho 
claim, and Attorney General Stead Is 
preparing the necessary .legal papers. 
The governor will urge" the passage 
of an anil-pans law at- the -coming bob- 
alon, and that will be the forerunner 
of a move to establish' a two-cent pas- 
senger rate: on all reads within tho 
stato. It is the governor's belief that 
fairness dictates the abolition ot the 
pass evil before compelling the rail- 
ronds to reduce -fares. If the roads do 
not give away free transportation It Is 
argued they will save so much money 
that a lower, .passenger rata will not 
Impose much hardship, Tho experi- 
ence in other states, it Is said, shows 
that if relieved ot the issuance of free 
passes most of the roads can afford to 
mako concessions In fares. 
- Discussing tho question of raising 
tho salary ot the members of the legis- 
lature, in order to compensate them 
for the loss of railroad transportation, 
tho governor sold that bb had no In- 
formation what- would be done, but 
suggested that either the Balary might 
be ' Increased or tho members bo 
awarded -mileage which would ' cover 
tho expense of trips between tholr 
homes and the capital every week. 



RECIPE FOR PLUM PUDDfNQ, 

Delicious Confection as It Is made In 
the South. 

Southern plum pudding differs from 
tho tlma-honored English one fin that 
It is steamed in a mold Instead of 
boiled in a cloth or bag, but W no loss 
toothsome. Tho recipe given hero, 
which was secured from a Virginian, 
will bo found sufficient for' 14 per- 
sons, and can cither be 'cooked In one 
large mold, or. If desfred,- tho mixture 
placed. In* smaller ones. It will keep 
well nnd Indefinitely, and, llko fruit 
cake, is Improved with age, If the 
family Is small It Is well to uso the 
small molds, and reheat ns required, 
aaya Whst*to-Eat 

"Weigh one pound of raisins, ono' 
pound of. currants and ono pound of 
auet, one-half pound of citron, . one 
pound of grated breed and one-half 
pound of brown sugar. Stono and 
chop the retains, clean and dry the 
currants, chop tho auet fine, sprinkling 
with a little flour and cut tho citron 
Into thin strips. Measure one even 
tcnspoonfui each of ground cinnamon 
and nutmeg nnd ano-half teaspoonfui 
each ot cloves and allspice. Put. all 
tho fruits Into a howl and mix lightly 
with a handful of flour. Add the 
sugar and spices, the chopped suet and 
the bread, and mix all thoroughly. 
Boat eight eggs until very light and 
mix them with one-half pint of brandy. 
Pout Into tho fruit mlxturo and stir 
until well blended. Pack in a greased 
mold and steam for six hours. Turn 
out of the mold, nnd decorate with 
blanched and split nlmonda. ' Serve 
with brandy sauce. .

hinted it. Tho whole Ihinir is a matter of 
politics. Senators Foraker and Penrose, 
both hnve a largo colored constituency nnd 
tfaoy are bound to talk for tbo effect which 
it will have in their respective states. Tho 
chnhcea are that if Fornker and Penrose 
were left alone they would talk for the ben- 
efit of the Congressional Record and then 
- let- tho matter drop. Hut tit this point 
another factorVnlerB the question, and that 
' is Bailey of Texas. Bailey hates the Presi- 
dent politically and personally, with a 
whole-souled and conaiRteut hatred tbnt is 
rather unusual in that gentleman. It is 
expected that when he comes back from the 
holiday recess, he will take advantnpo of 
. the sitnatiqn to vent his perennal spite dur- 
ing the discussion of the Foraker resolution. 
Most of the other southern members would 
be glad to lei tho matter drop, because it 
is neither good politics nor to their per- 
sonal liking to keep the nice question stir-" 
red up at fever heat ua it now is. More- 
over, it iB auapectcd fliey secretly upprove 
the President right or wrong. The more 
conservative view of tbo situation is that 
the Foraker resolution will be passed nnd 
posibly that the committee on military af- 
fairs, wilt hold a post session meeting and 
go into the discharge of tho troop* until 
_lbay are driven off by the hot weather. 
There is every prospect that if nn investi- 
gation once starts it will be a long mid 
tiresome nffair. The President liaa an- 
nounced his intention, if a measure is 
passed reinstating tho discharged troops, 
of vutoing tho" same. If it is passed over 
hia veto he says that he will take tbo mat- 
■ tor to the supreme court for a final settle- 
ment and those -who know him best say 
that he is fully capable of doing so. As 
the Prnaideiit and senate have theoretically 
equal powers it would thus be loft to tho 
supremo court to deoida whether or not the 
President as commander-in-chief of the 
array had exceeded his rights.' Ammuni- 
tion is being accumulated on both sides. 
The President has already: sent Mir, Purdy 
of the department of justice, to Texas to 
make a thorough investigation into the 
facts of the .case, and . the committee on 
military affairs in spite of the very largo 
amount of work 'already cut out for it, has 
been looking up precedents and the law in 
the case with a view to meeting the issue 
when it arrises, ns it ia almost certain to 
do. The fact thai ibis is a short session 
etnuds against deliberate action, but there 
is bound to be much talk and the' country 
will he treated to a teat of strength between 
-the legislative and executive brnnchea of 
tho government such as bos not been wit- 
nessed for a generation post, i '

England recently shows that fields 
can bo bo Illuminated by acotyleno 
gas that harvesting may bo easily 
carried on at night In tho test made, 
two mowers, each cutting a Blx-foot 
swath, wero employed In a. field of 
15 acres, which" was mowed In 3 
hours aud 35 minutes. Tho power 
was furnished by a gasoline traction 
engine. 

Many farmers aro working too. 
much -land. They spread their ener- 
gies out over so' much space that 
their efforts, do not bring in tho net 
returns they should. A good author 
Ity has stated that It the average 
farm of the "central Btates, which 
ranges from 100 to 1E0 acres, was 
cut into two farms, the owners would 
prosper just as well upon the small 
farm without bo much labor. 

Experiments .continuing for three 
years at tho Indiana . experiment sta- 
tion with barnyard manure as a fer- 
tilizer for corn, showed that while 
three tons to tho acre Increased tho 
yield to" 14.9 bushels per acre, six 
tons mado an Increase of but 16.2 
per acre. Thus the addition of tho 
second three tons of barnyard ma- 
nure, estimated as having 'a value of 
two dollars per tun as a fertilizer, or 
six dollars for the three tons, In- 
creased the yield only 1,3 bushels, or 
about 65 cents in value. 

A German professor named Ferdi- 
nand Luerick has gone to Colorado, 
where dry. farming Is practiced,' with 
a chemical .compound of hta own in- 
vention which ho claims will "when 
applied to the land mature, oats and 
wheat .from a month to six' . weeks 
sooner than Is now possible.

, The progress of a now country can- 
not bo bottor .ascertained than by not- 
ing the Increase of railroad mileage In 
Its transportation system, and, judged 
by this standard, the Canadian West 
loads all tho countries la the- world 
during the current year. Thirty years 
ago there was not one hundred miles 
of railroad west of the Great Lakes, 
and very little prospect of a trans- 
con tinetita] route for many years to 
come, but by tho end ot 1885 the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was within 
measurable distance of completion, 
and last year — twenty years later- — 
over 6,000 mllea of railroad traversed 
the provinces of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. 

In tho past year the work ot rail- 
road construction has been vigorously 
prosecuted, and by the end. of 1906, 
some 5,000 miles of completed railroad 
has been added, making a total ot 
fully 11,000 miles la the threo great 
grain producing provinces of Canada. 
Such an increase la the transportation 
facilities of the country Is bound to 
mako goad times not only la the dis- 
tricts where tho railroads ars being 
built, but throughout tho entire -west 
Allowing $20,000 a mile for construc- 
tion, tho sum of $100,000,000 will bo 
put in circulation, and this la Itself 
should causa good times to prevail. la 
a land whero work is plentiful, wages 
aro high, and tho cost of living Is mod- 
erate. 

But the building of new railroads 
through Western Canada means a 
greater benefit to the couairy than 
moroly tho money put in circulation 
by the cost of construction. Addition- 
al railway building means tho opening 
ot now agricultural districts and an 
additional area under crops; a largely 
Increased output of grain to -foreign 
markets with consequent flnnnciol re- 
turns; tho erection of elevators and 
the growth of villages, towns on* cit- 
ies; and everything else that makes 
for the progress ot national life, and 
the opening up of additional thousands 
of free homesteads, so extensively ad- 
vertised by tho Canadian government 
agent, whoso address appears else- 
where. 

It was stated 'oa the floor of the 
Canadian Parliament recently- by a 
prominent representative- . that tea 
years from now would sco the bulk of 
the population of Canada residing 
west of the Great Lakes, and It the 
work ot railway building" during tho 
present* year 1b any . criterion, the 
prophecy mode by the Canadian states- 
man may ho easily fulfilled inside of .

Oklahoma Newspaper Refuses 
Publish Liquor Notices.

.Guthrie, Okla.— A decision, that a 
newspaper cannot bo compelled to 
publish*, o' notice of application for a 
license., to eoH liquors i has been , ran-: 
"dered by Judgo H. Burfdrd, chief 
Justice of the territory, in the cose of 
Charles A, Eppler," who tried to com* 
pel the Advance-Democrat, of Still- 
water, to publish his notice : of appll< 
cation. 

The law elates explicitly: that such 
.liquor notices muet be •published In 
tho two papers "within the county hav- 
ing the largest circulation. Tho Ad* 
vance^Dombcrat Is one of^these 
In" Payne county, -Tho commieatoni 
thoroforo, cannot "grant the lldeaBe.
